A Committee Again 

In the past, the CPC Chairman was just that—the head of a committee of DX’ers who worked to 
arrange special “Courtesy Programming” from broadcasters. Over time, the Committee came to 
really be just one or two people. We plan to change that. 

I’m pleased to announce the second member of the committee, Paul Walker. A broadcaster by 
profession, Walker has been personally responsible for arranging the majority of DX tests for the past 
few seasons. He’s also an active DXer himself and runs a Facebook Group called “I Take Pictures of 
Transmitter Sites” which is popular with engineers. 

We're looking for three additional volunteers who would like to help arrange DX tests during the 
coming season, and beyond. 

Ideal applicants would have a professional connection to radio broadcasting or previous 
experience in that area. We'll also consider someone who is passionate about DX tests and eager to 
make a contribution. 

Critical are good communication skills and a commitment to forging quality relationships between 
our hobby and the radio engineering profession. If you’re interested in volunteering to serve on the

TOH DxX Tests 

During my last tenure as CPC Chair, we started a new type of DX Test for stations that could not 
commit to doing a full-blown test at daytime power/pattern. Instead, we asked these stations to air a 
:30 or :60 second-length “DX Test” provided to them by the CPC. 

The concept was simple. The station needed only to add this “TOH DX Test” to their normal 
playlist, just as they would a local ad or PSA. We asked that the station place it as close to the Top of 
the Hour (TOH) as possible and air it during overnight hours. 

Some stations did this for weeks or even months at a time. The content consisted of a voice ID using 
phonetics to increase intelligibility, a Morse Code ID and a sweep tone or other unique sounder. 

While we didn’t benefit from increased power, the sweep tones and Morse Code have amazing 
ability to cut through the clutter, increasing the chances of logging a new station. 

We plan to revisit this approach as we approach the Winter DX Season. The CPC will always seek 
“traditional” DX Tests with day power/patterns but when that fails, we'll try the TOH DX Test 
approach for stations that are highly desired. 


Website for Broadcasters & Generic DX Tests 

The newest member of the committee, Paul Walker has contributed in other ways. He put forth a 
great idea about outreach to broadcasters and making it as easy as possible for them to test. 

We’re working on developing a simple website 
that explains the hobby of DXing to a new 
generation of broadcasters. The site will explain 
the FCC rules regarding DX Tests and 
instructions about how to accomplish them. 

We'll be offering “turn-key tests” with the CPC 
handling announcements, handling QSL & 
verification (if desired) and providing “generic” 
DX test files that can be easily downloaded. 

These generic files will include Voice 
Announcements, CW IDs, Sweep Tones, Sound 
Effects, etc. but will not be customized for each 
station. 

These will be available in the most useful lengths to make it easy for an engineer to download and 
run, within hours if they choose. 

Lengths planned are: 30 seconds, 60 seconds, 2 minutes, 5 minutes, one half hour, and one hour. 

More details soon. 
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Off-Air Periods & Maintenance Notification 

The Courtesy Program Committee (CPC) will be expanding our outreach in the radio engineering 
community seeking advance notification of Off-Air Periods or maintenance. We’ll be educating 
engineers on the value of alerting hobbyists to planned periods when their station will be off the air, 
or conducting maintenance —especially those that might test at daytime power and/or pattern during 
the overnight hours. 

Our hope is that we can provide opportunities that rival DX Tests in terms of putting new ones in 
the logs.

As a service to DX’ers, the CPC will be tracking high school football at the state level across the 
country during the coming weeks. Each week, we’ll publish a spreadsheet that shows which states 
are playing games, which ones have delayed the start of their season and which ones (may) ultimately 
cancel due to COVID-19.

CBS Audio Adding Affiliates. In the past six weeks, CBS Audio, has added 148 additional stations 
to the CBS News Radio lineup. There are now more than 700 stations nationwide on the network, 
among them stations affected when the plug was pulled on Westwood One News in August. Among 
the new station agreements: News/Talk stations owned by Cumulus Media and music stations owned 
by Neuhoff, 7 Mountains Media, Big Radio, Summit Media and others. Atlanta’s WSB-AM is among 
the stations being added, which marks a return for the station to the CBS News Radio lineup. 

Fox News Audio Adds Affiliates. The decision by Cumulus to shutdown Westwood One News to 
900 plus affiliates in August has benefited Fox News. Fox News Audio has expanded its national 
radio affiliate network to include 56 former Westwood One News affiliate stations. Fox says it has 
1,000 affiliated radio stations nationwide. Among the new partnered affiliates are WABC-AM New 
York, WMAL-AM Washington, D.C. and WBAP-AM in Dallas. Fox News operates Fox News Audio, 
which encompasses Fox News Radio, Fox News Podcasts and Fox News Headlines 24/7.

720 NICARAGUA — R.Catolica, Managua SEP 4 0159 - Spanish language music, presumed 
religious talk in Spanish, more music. No ID heard, but parallel to radiocatolica.org. Poor to 
very poor, at times almost over nulled WGN. [Snider-ON] 

810 COLOMBIA HJCY Caracol Radio, Bogota AUG 25 0258 — Male talk and many mentions of 
Caracol Radio, then ID at 0300; mixed with XERI Radio Red, fair signal at times. New. [Niven- 
TX] 

870 CUBA  R.Reloj, Baracoa-Van Van//Bueycito//Sancti Spiritus AUG 22 0000 — Over/under 
WHCU; chimes and world time checks. SEP 5 0759 — Time marker and Morse code over 
delayed R.Reloj signal, so two of the three stations being received. [Conti-NH] 

870 MEXICO XETAR Guachochi, Chih. SEP 4 1200 — Signs of this signal, another northwest 
Mexican. Need earlier selfarising and/or later sunrising. [Hauser-OK] 

880 COLOMBIA HJGE Bucaramanga AUG 25 0459 — Male talk and many mentions of Caracol 
Radio; in the clear alone on the channel, fair signal. New. [Niven-TX] 

1080 MEXICO XETUL R.Mexiquense, Tultitlan, Edo.Méx. AUG 29 1056 — Presumably the one 
noted with choral anthem from 1056 and Mexi-tunes with very low modulation during 
announcement breaks on AUG 23, but today it abruptly snapped on at 1056 with a Mexican 
folk ballad, no anthem across the hour, excellent signal but again low modulation during 
very brief announcement at 1100, then again at 1117 when at least a clear "Radio Mexiquense" 
was mentioned. Not parallel the six stations stream selects on the website, which doesn't 
include 1250 XETEJ R.Mexiquense, the presumed feed here. Signal held up well, becoming a 
whisper and lost by 1210 UTC. [Krueger-FL] 

1110 ARGENTINA ~— LS1 Buenos Aires AUG 25 0259 -— Mixed with R.Angulo Cuba; male 
mentioning Argentina and Buenos Aires a couple of times, with fair signal at times. Thanks 
to Mauricio and Fredrik of RealDX group with help on ID'ing this one. Mauricio pointed out, 
"La 2x4 (dos por cuatro) 92.7 FM. The sister station of R.Ciudad, La 1110." New. [Niven-TX] 
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1110 CUBA R.Angulo, Holguin AUG 21 2359 —- Under WBT; choral national anthem. SEP 5 0100 
— Under WBT; clear signature chimes and time pips. [Conti-NH] 

1170 COLOMBIA HJNW Caracol Radio, Cartagena AUG 28 0458 — Many Caracol Radio; fair to 
good signal at the time, regular here. [Niven-TX] 

1370 COLOMBIA HJBO Barranquilla AUG 28 0801 — Male saying "Son las tres, minutos de dios," 
then some talk, then back into music; fair to good. Relog. [Niven-TX] 

1460 MEXICO XEYC Cd. Juarez, Chih. SEP 6 1133 — R.Formula programming; no local ID at top 
of the hour, just a R.Formula ID. Fair overall and on top at times. [Wilkins-CO] 

1570 MEXICO XERE La Poderosa, Cd. Acuna, Coah. SEP 29 1120 - National anthem, followed by 
the Coahuila state anthem at this unusual time; finally, after 6 minutes of anthems, an ID at 
1126 for the AM (100,000 watts) and FM 103.9 XHRF (4000 watts) "desde la ciudad de 
amistad." Also gave address (Madero 600) and slogan "La Poderosa" into music at 1128, after 
a couple of program notes. Fair/good signal. [Wilkins-CO] 

1580 COLOMBIA HJQZ Barranquilla AUG 28 0759 — Time pips as 5 short and 1 long, then female 
and male speaking, "Colombia... manana... Radio Maria," then into prayers; signal was fair to 
good at times. Relog. [Niven-TX] 


TRANS-PACIFIC DX 

774 JAPAN JOUB Akita SEP 12 1139 —- First check as always of 774, on the PL-880 finds a 
considerable carrier from the northwest, no doubt NHK, so worth a complete bandscan on 
the R75 with east-west long wire before going back to sleep. There is some audio on both 774 
and 747 from NHK2 500 kW superpowers, JOUB Akita and JOIB Sapporo, respectively, 
which may be decommissioned next year; at first seem Japanese, but careful, these include 
various language lessons. At 1159 I'm back on 774 but cannot make out any distinctive 1200 
time signal. At 1207, 747 still audible with talk; sunrise here today 1212 UTC. [Hauser-OK] 

846 KIRIBATI R.Kiribati, London, Christmas Island AUG 24 0629 — The only 9-kHz JBA carrier 
is here, presumed RK. Kiribati, an hour really too late for Eurafrica even if propagable before, 
yet too early for further Pacificans — well, almost, just after sunset in wintry New Zealand. 
AUG 26 0636 — JBA carrier from presumed R.Kiribati, quite a regular now, and should be 
pullable well further north and east of here. I don't expect to get any audio, and for some 
DX'ers that means they don't care just to detect the carrier, no matter how certain and obvious 
it may be. [Hauser-OK] 

Transpacific carrier search: SEP 4 1151-1159 — On the R75 and east-west long wire, so no DF'ing; 567, 
576, 693, 747, 828, 837, 882(2), 1089, 1098, 1107, 1116(2), 1125, 1134, 1161, 1224, 1242, 1278, 1521, 1611 
kHz. At this time too much splash from 780 KSPI music to get 774, but earlier at 1139 on the PL-880 
while checking KSPI, could detect 774 and looping northwest from Japan. Enid sunrise today 1206 
UTC. SEP 12 1139 — 828, 891(2), 972, 1053, 1107, 1566 kHz. At 1205 another 9-kHz bandscan, actually 
tuning downward 567, 657, 693, 747, 774, 828(2), 873 kHz. Sunrise here 1212 UTC. I wonder what 
the other 828 is besides JOBB Osaka? There's a 50 kW in Beijing and several lesser/further Chinese; 
and 50 kW in Vietnam. [Hauser-OK]

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SPAIN: The CEO and owner of EAJ29 Radio Inter, Madrid, 918 kHz, and conductor of the morning 
magazine of this station, Carlos Penaloza, said on air that they would install a 100 kW transmitter to 
replace the old German tube 20 kW transmitter (I guess Telefunken) which has been on air in a 
precarious state from long time ago, with years of damaged performance, loud heterodyne noise, 
beating hiss and unstable carrier.

Well on my way to recovery with my new shoulder! I will probably be doing the left shoulder early 
next year. Most of the tapes for June and July yielded nothing for the log. Tried for the WCSZ-1070 
impromptu DX Test on August 22 and nothing made it through KNX and weak KFTI. If you don’t 
get e-DXN.com or aren’t subscribed to our googlegroups mailer [nrc-am] you didn’t know about the 
test. Also, publicized on [nrc-am] that day was KERR-750 with what appeared to be malfunctioning 
automation running their day facilities. I heard them mixing with CKJH at 0200. Signals seemed 
rather puny in my recordings so I spent some time going through my setup in the shack and found a 
loose BNC connector on one short coax jumper. After I replaced the jumper using one from my ample 
supply in the “junk box” signals perked right up on my subsequent tapes. You'll find my loggings 
through the end of the season in Bill Hale’s DDXD-W column. I ended up with the best DX season in 
years with a total of 67 new stations and 23 call changes, all of which were recorded. I run my DX 
Season log from September 1st — August 31st and compare the totals year to year and try to log at least 
as many stations each year as I logged the previous year and then some. The biggest boon for me is 
the ability of my SDRPlay (RSP2Pro) and HDSDR software to “record” top of the hour ID’s from three 
minutes before until three minutes after the hour. The digital RF from the entire band is stored as 
.wav files that can be replayed using the SDRPlay’s SDRUno software. On a particularly good DX 
night it might take a day or two to review the files but it has been worth it. Starting the 2000-2021 
season with some overnight tapes on September 2 — 3 I have put many of the “usual suspects” in the 
log by just hearing the ToH ID. No new ones or call changes yet and I sit with 89 stations in the log. I 
spent some time reviewing some tapes made specifically for another impromptu DX Test from 
WNJC-1360 Washington Twnshp PA on the nights of 9/12 and 9/13. Between the power levels, 
directional patterns and pests KRKK Rock Springs and KSCJ Sioux City I had no luck even with 
various sweep tones, Morse code ID’s, and the like supplied by our joint CPC Chairman Les Rayburn.

Gureported Domestic Stations 


Four new stations were reported to DDXD this issue for the first time since at least Volume 67 
(1999-2000): WRPM-1170, KXYL-1240, KXOX-1240, and WKUN-1490. In addition, WNLA-1390 (last 
reported in issue 6) has now moved to 1380, so we’re going to add it to the unreported list on its new 
frequency. That leaves 293 full-power AM stations in the United States and Canada that have not 
been reported to DDXD during this time. We ran the last version of the unreported list a year or so 
ago (V.86 no. 19) and will publish an updated list new one as soon as we have space. 

As of the end of Volume 87, we show 4,651 stations on our active list (with all but 293 being 
reported at least once since Volume 67). Of these 2,160 — more than 46 percent — were reported at least 
once during Volume 87.

Here is National Football League (NFL) flagship information for the 2020 season via Internet 
searches. Some of the network lists are undated, so I do not know if they are for the current season. 
And I cannot rely on the copyright date at the bottom of each page, as that is probably added globally 
for the web site. even if the specific web page being viewed has not changed. And some team sites 
do not list the announcer team, while others have bios that are a few seasons' old, so I do not know if 
they are current. I found some network list pages that were not linked from the team home page or 
sub-section "home" page; I assume that there are "orphan" pages that are not current. And one I could 
not find via the team's "Search" option, so I have no idea what pages that search is reviewing. 
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Some of the online lists cannot be cut-and-pasted, as they are graphical images. One could 
download the JPEG image file and then feed it through an OCR scanner, but I find it simpler to hand- 
compare it to the text file I have saved from last season and create a new text file. 

These lists were checked by David Yocis against the official FCC AM and FM databases, so what 
you see below might differ from what you find at the URLs listed. 

I still have not found 2020 lists for the Los Angeles Chargers, and Philadelphia Eagles. 

And I am not sure that I have all of the Spanish-language stations correct. 

Due to NFL Restrictions, online streaming of games is prohibited by affiliates. You can listen 
and/or watch games online via NFL.com 

The announcer names are found at this URL:

That page seems to have been updated for the 2020 season, but the footnotes on that site point to 
web page retrievals in 2012. 

I cannot include a network in this column if there is a "Do Not Reproduce" warning on the web 
page. This year more teams did not have their lists on the "team.nfl.com" web site, so I found then 
on other sites that did not have a '"Do Not Reproduce" statement. 

There is a site http://nflfootballtv.com/onlineradio.html that has Internet online radio - streaming 
audio and video information on each team. I have no idea if that web site is current. 

The Westwood One Radio Network (renamed to Dial Global Sports and in 2013 and then renamed 
to WestwoodOne Sports) will broadcast NFL games that occur Sunday nights, Monday nights, and 
Thursday nights. This URL http://westwoodonesports.com/football-announcers/ has the list of 
announers. Here are the announcer teams:
